ture, I have not made uſe of controverted texts, neither have 
I impoſed my own comment po any mans belief. In the Firſt 
Part T bave very briefly Laid down only theſe Principles thas 
are undonbrabie 4 it the beſt Reformed part of Chriftew- 
dem, :nd which __— conſiſt with the praftice of vertue 
and morality. In the Second Part I bave la:d down theſe Due 
3:er, which every mans underſtanding wall tell him are un- 
queſtionable ; they being indeed the plain duties of morality;
